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George steals Queen's birthday show 


It was the Queen's official birthday on 
Saturday but Prince George stole the 
show on just his second public 
appearance. 

The toddler joined his parents, the 
Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, on 
the balcony at Buckingham Palace to 
watch the traditional fly-past of 
aircraft. George wore a sky-blue shirt 
and shorts with matching shoes. 

He was held by William and 
waved to the crowd below. 

The one-year-old looked up at the 
aircraft as they roared over the Palace 
to conclude the pomp and pageantry of 
the Trooping the Colour ceremony. 

It was Kate's first official 
engagement since the birth of Princess 
Charlotte six weeks ago. She wore a 
coat by Catherine Walker and hat by 
Lock and Co. 

There was no sign of the young 
princess. 

The Queen's actual birthday was on 
April 21, when she turned 89. 
However, her official birthday is 
always celebrated nationally on the 
second Saturday in June when the 
weather is usually reckoned to be more 





predictable. 

The fly-past came at the end of a 
three-hour extravaganza of pomp and 
pageantry, with the annual Trooping 
the Colour celebrations. 

Joined by all the senior members 
of the Royal Family, the Queen 


inspected 1,109 soldiers of the 
Household Division at Horse Guards 
Parade in central London. 

She arrived in an Ascot Landau 
vintage carriage following a_ short 


drive down The Mall from 
Buckingham Palace, accompanied by 
the Duke of Edinburgh. 


She wore a peach and silver dress 
and coat by Angela Kelly and a 


matching hat - previously seen at the 
Diamond Jubilee horse pageant in May 
2012. 

The Prince of Wales, who is Colonel 
of the Welsh Guards, the Princess 
Royal, who is Colonel of the Blues and 
Royals, and the Duke of Cambridge, 
Colonel of the Irish Guards, were all 
on horseback for the ceremony. 

Kate arrived in a coach alongside 
Prince Harry and the Duchess of 
Cornwall. Guests included Prime 
Minister David Cameron and wife 
Samantha. 

The Colour being paraded on Horse 
Guards this year was the flag of the Ist 
Battalion Welsh Guards. 

The Prince of Wales Company, Ist 
Battalion Welsh Guards trooped the 
Queen's Colour presented to them by 
the monarch at Windsor Castle in 
April. 

Four of the five Foot Guards 
regiments of the Household Division - 
the Welsh Guards, Grenadier Guards, 
Scots Guards and the Coldstream 
Guards - marched in the parade 
wearing bearskin hats and red tunics. 


Ethan 'safely back' with father 


A three-year-old boy who was missing 
with his mother for more than two 
weeks is now "safely back" in the care 
of his father. 

Rebecca Minnock, 35, went on the 
run from her home in Highbridge, 
Somerset, with Ethan for 17 days after 
a court ruled that her son should live 
with his father, Roger Williams. 

The mother-of-one was in_ the 
Oxford area when she made contact 
with Avon and Somerset Police on 
Friday evening. 

Both Miss Minnock and Ethan 
were found "safe and well" and police 
said they would now receive "the 
support they need". 

On Saturday moming, Mr 
Williams said: "Ethan is safely back in 
my care now." 

A police 


spokesman said no 


arrests had been made following the 


return of mother and son. 

"This will be a matter for the 
family courts now," the spokesman 
added. 

Judge Stephen Wildblood QC, the 
High Court judge dealing with the 
case, confirmed there will be a hearing 
at Bristol Crown Court on Monday. 

Miss Minnock spoke to the Daily 
Mail before handing herself in, telling 
the paper: "I feel that my time has run 
out now." 

She said her son believed he had 
been on holiday because they had been 
having "normal, fun times together", 
such as going swimming and visiting 
parks. 

"My only regret would be the trouble 
that my family have gotten into, all the 
police efforts and time I've wasted," 
Miss Minnock told the newspaper. 

"Obviously everyone's been 


concerned but we've both been 
absolutely fine. 

"He's been safe and happy and I 
don't have any regrets because I've 
spent so much more time with him 
than I would've been able to." 

Miss Minnock said she decided to 
come forward to police after Ethan 
asked to see family members. 

She was also aware that her 
mother, Louise Minnock, and mother's 
boyfriend, Andrew Butt, were jailed 
for contempt of court at Bristol Crown 
Court. 

Judge Wildblood jailed Minnock for 
10 days and Butt for 28 days after they 
admitted lying about the toddler's 
disappearance. 

Miss Minnock said it was "not fair 
to Ethan to keep running with him" 
and that her son "needs to go home, he 
needs his routine back".

Jim Murphy announced "radical 
changes" in the way the Scottish 
Labour Party organises and operates as

The "dramatic" changes come after 
the party's Scottish Executive 


Committee (SEC) agreed to implement 
proposals in a report for the renewal of 
the party which Mr Murphy submitted. 

At its meeting on Saturday, the 
SEC agreed that the leadership and 
deputy leadership contest will now be 
conducted under a one person, one 
vote system. 

This will replace the electoral 
college system which required a 
majority vote in at least two out of 
three blocks, comprising elected 
members, ordinary members and 
unions. 

The regional lists for the Scottish 


Parliament elections in 2016 will be 
re-opened, to attract the widest 
possible range of candidates, while for 
the first time councillors can stand to 
be deputy leader. 

Mr Murphy = announced his 
intention to resign last month despite 
winning a narrow vote of confidence 
from the party's executive following 
Scottish Labour's crushing defeat at 
the general election. 

On Saturday, he said: "The defeat 
last month was terrible for the Scottish 
Labour Party but it makes the difficult 
argument for reform far easier." 


Salmond warns ‘hokey-cokey' Tories 


Failure to give 16 and 17-year-olds a 
vote in the EU referendum will 
"neither be forgotten nor forgiven", 
Alex Salmond has said. 

The former Scotland first minister 
believes last year's independence 
referendum was a demonstration of 
how engaged young people are with 
politics. 

Current plans for the EU vote will 
follow the general election with only 
over-18s allowed to vote but Prime 
Minister David Cameron said this 
week that MPs will debate lowering 
the age during scrutiny of the 
European Union Referendum Bill, 
although the Conservatives are against 
it. 


Mr Salmond was speaking to an 
audience of engaged young people at 
the 57th national sitting of Scottish 
Youth Parliament in Erskine on 
Saturday. 

He said the varied age limits 
between general elections, Scottish 
elections and the independence and EU 
votes was leading to "hokey-cokey 
politics”. 

"The case for votes for 16 and 
17-year-olds has been demonstrated by 
the Scottish referendum - not as some 
academic exercise but on the joyful 
and practical experience of a 
generation of Scotland's young 
people," the SNP MP for Gordon said. 


Queen marks Magna Carta anniversary 


The Queen will lead celebrations on 
Monday to celebrate the 800th 
anniversary of Magna Carta in front of 
an audience of thousands. 

The monarch and senior royals 
including the Duke of Edinburgh, the 
Duke of Cambridge and the Princess 
Royal will lead commemorations at 
Runnymede, where the historic legal 
document was sealed by King John in 
1215. 

Although just three of its clauses 
remain law in the UK, the document 
set a precedent that saw it lend 
influence to later works domestically 
and abroad, including the US 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights, and 
the post Second World War UN 


Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. 
Monday's international event in 


Surrey will include speeches, musical 
performances and the rededication of 
the American Bar Association's Magna 
Carta Memorial. 

A new installation by artist Hew 
Locke will be also be unveiled on the 
meadow. 

The Jurors is inspired by the 39th 
clause of Magna Carta, which gives 
the right to a jury trial, the artist said. 
In a video on an art website he said it 
was a "great honour" to be chosen to 
produce the piece by the National 
Trust, which owns the site, and Surrey 
County Council.

"It was an ice-cool finish and 
someone of his talent deserves to be 
there at a major finals." 


Hull ‘lacked clinical edge’ 


Hull coach Lee Radford felt his side 
paid the price for not being more 
clinical as they were beaten in the 
south of France. 

The in-form Black and Whites - 
with eight wins from 10 - were 
defeated 20-14 by the Catalans 
Dragons in Perpignan.

Froome wins stage seven at

Froome, 30, left Van Garderen with a 
kilometre of the fifth category 1 climb 
remaining, with a series of well-timed 
accelerations that saw him beat the 
American by 17 seconds. 
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Family 'heartbroken' over IS Briton 
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The family of a British teenager 
reportedly killed while fighting for Isis 
in Iraq said they had been left "utterly 
devastated and heartbroken by the 
unspeakable tragedy" and those who 
sent him to his death had preyed on his 
"innocence and vulnerability". 

Talha Asmal, who reportedly 
became Britain's youngest suicide 
bomber when he detonated a vehicle 
fitted with explosives, has been 
described as "a loving, kind, caring 
and affable teenager", who never 
harboured any ill will against anybody. 

In a statement released on Sunday, 
his family said, despite his death not 
being officially confirmed, 
photographs showing a youth 
purportedly named Abu Yusuf Al 
Britany appear to depict their 





17-year-old son. 

The teenager fled his home in 
Dewsbury, West Yorkshire, in March 
to allegedly join Isis along with his 
friend Hassan Munshi, who was also 
17. 

The family said he came "from a 
close-knit, hard-working, peace-loving 
and law-abiding British Muslim 
family" who unreservedly "condemns 


and abhors all acts of violence 
wherever perpetrated". 
They said despite him never 


exhibiting any extreme or radical 
views, he had been exploited by 
extremists on the internet "in a process 
of deliberate and calculated grooming 
of him". 

Unbeknown to them and 
completely against their will, they said 


he travelled to Iraq via Turkey and fell 
under the spell of Isis handlers who are 
"too cowardly to do their own dirty 
work", 

"We are all naturally utterly 
devastated and heartbroken by the 
unspeakable tragedy that now appears 
to have befallen us," they said. 

"We need time and understanding 
to come to terms with our 
unimaginable and painful loss. As a 
family we would like to take this 
opportunity to unequivocally state that 
‘Isis’ are not Islam. They do not 
represent in any way, shape or form 
Islam and Muslims and we are no 
longer prepared to allow a barbaric 
group like ‘Isis’ to hijack our faith. 
‘Isis’ - not and never in our name." 

West Yorkshire Police said they 
were unable to confirm the identity of 
the person who had died but were 
continuing to support families who 
have loved ones that are believed to 
have travelled to Iraq and Syria. 

A statement said: "The police have 
been made aware of media reports 
with regard to the death of a British 
National in Iraq. The identity of the 
person who has reportedly died has not 
been confirmed at this time and we are 
unable to comment further." 


Backpacker sorry for stripping offence 


The British woman jailed for stripping 
on a sacred Malaysian mountain has 
apologised for causing offence. 
Backpacker and university graduate 
Eleanor Hawkins appeared tearful as 
she read a statement outside her family 
home in Draycott, Derbyshire. 

She said: "I just want to say how 
relieved and happy I am to finally be 
home. I know my behaviour was 
foolish and I know how much offence 
we all caused to the local people of 
Sabah. For that, I am truly sorry." 

It brings to an end an arduous 10 
days for the aeronautical engineering 
graduate, who was fined 5,000 
Malaysian ringgit (£859) and 
sentenced to three days in jail - which 
she had already served - at a court 


hearing in Kota Kinabalu on Friday. 
The 23-year-old arrived back in the 
UK on Sunday morning. 

Her mother Ruth said: "She knows 
what she did was wrong and 
disrespectful and she is deeply sorry 
for any offence caused to the people of 
Sabah and she has been appropriately 
and fairly judged by the Malaysian 
authorities and has served her sentence 
in full, the case is now closed." 

“We would all now like Eleanor to 
be given the chance to recover, so we 
would really appreciate it if you would 
now afford us some privacy and allow 
her to get on with her life. We would 
like to thank again the British 
consulate officials who have support 


Ellie in Malaysia during this very 
difficult time." 

Miss Hawkins was arrested with 
three other backpackers earlier this 
week for posing naked on Mount 
Kinabalu, after being blamed by locals 
for causing an earthquake which killed 
18 people. 

Miss Hawkins's father Timothy 
previously said the sentence his 
daughter received was "appropriate" 
and "fair". 

"I'm grateful that the Malaysian 
authorities reached this decision," he 
said. "Eleanor knows what she did was 
wrong and disrespectful and she is 
deeply sorry for any offence she's 
caused to the Malaysian people."

"This was sufficient to 
confirm that Philae is healthy and that 
its sub-systems are OK in terms of 
energy and temperature for ongoing 
communication with Rosetta," he said, 
referring to the lander's mothership 
orbiting Comet 67P-Churyumov- 
Gerasimenko. 





"Rolf Harris song' 


Convicted paedophile Rolf Harris has 
written a song mocking his victims as 
money-grabbing "wenches", it has 
been reported. 

In a letter obtained by the Mail on 
Sunday, the disgraced entertainer said 
his victims were "joining the feeding 
frenzy" by getting their "hooks into his 
dough". He also said his life behind 
bars was "no hardship really". The 
85-year-old was handed a six-year jail 
term last year for a string of sex 
attacks on girls as young as seven. 

His letter was reportedly sent from 
Stafford prison to a friend, who handed 
it to the newspaper. 

One line of the song, which Harris 
says he would like to set to country 
rock music, reads: "Perhaps you 
believe you're pretty still, some 
perfumed sultry wench?" Other lines 
say: "Make him burn, get your 
50-year-old hooks into his dough. 
Make him burn, burn, burn. Come and 
join the feeding frenzy, girls." 

Last month the Crown Prosecution 
Service was handed a "full file" of

evidence about further allegations 
against Harris, according to sources. 
He was unmasked as a predatory 
paedophile when he was found guilty 
of 12 indecent assaults, at London's 
Southwark Crown Court last July. 


Sentencing judge Mr Justice 
Sweeney said Harris showed no 
remorse for his crimes. He said: "Your 
reputation lies in ruins, you have been 
stripped of your honours, but you have 
no one to blame but yourself." 


Britain forced to withdraw spies 


Britain has been forced to withdraw 
intelligence agents from operations 
because Russia and China have 
obtained access to secret information 
in files stolen by US whistleblower 
Edward Snowden, senior government 
sources have indicated. 

The ex-National Security Agency 
contractor - now in Russia - has 
insisted that crucial data in the 
material could not be accessed by 


foreign powers but UK security chiefs 
have warned that his actions had 
compromised anti-terror activity. 

In what was described by former 
GCHQ director Sir David Omand as a 
“huge strategic setback" for the West, 
it was reported that Moscow and 
Beijing had "cracked" information that 


exposed intelligence-gathering 
techniques and could _ identify 
individual spies. 


Boyfriend recalls Smiler crash 


The boyfriend of a teenager who had 
her leg amputated after a rollercoaster 
crash has recalled the "sickening bang" 
he heard as their carriage collided with 
another. 

Joe Pugh said his girlfriend Leah 
Washington screamed in pain and he 
described a bloody scene as they sat 
trapped in the Smiler ride at Alton 
Towers. The pair were among five 
people seriously injured in the crash 
earlier this month which resulted in the 
Staffordshire theme park closing for 
six days. 

Eighteen-year-old Mr Pugh, whose 
knees were shattered in the crash, told 
the Mail on Sunday: "I remember a 
sickening bang with metal grinding 
against metal and the safety bar being 


rammed against my knees. I looked at 
my hands and there was blood 
everywhere." 

Leah, 17, from Barnsley in South 
Yorkshire, suffered the most serious 
injuries, having her left leg amputated 
above the knee and being treated for a 
fractured hand. 

Mr Pugh said it was his fourth 
time on the Smiler ride, which was the 
first rollercoaster he had been on, but 
he vowed never to venture on to a ride 
again after what had happened. 

He said he and the others on the 
ride had been forced to get off twice 
before it began so staff could carry out 
safety checks, and described a nervous 
20-minute delay as the rollercoaster 
paused on one of the loops.

That put England ahead for the 
first time, but Nejc Pecnik stepped off 
the bench to score what he thought was 





an equaliser six minutes from time. 

But just two minutes later, shortly 
after receiving an elbow in the face 
from Bostjan Cesar, Rooney kept his 
nerve to capitalise on a mis-timed 
tackle from Bojan Jokic and slide the 
ball past Samir Handanovic. 

The winning goal put Rooney just 
one goal shy of Sir Bobby Charlton's 
49-goal record and his manager could 
not have been happier for him. 

"Wayne Rooney's performance 
says a lot of things about him as a 
man," the England manager said of his 
captain. "Just before he took that 
chance he took a nasty blow from an 
elbow, which could have decked many 
a player and led to him losing his 
discipline. It didn't and he got up." 


New Zealand claim 2-1 series lead 


Eoin Morgan's England are unbowed 
by their defeat against New Zealand in 
Southampton, and will stick to their 
guns in the remainder of the Royal 
London Series. 

The hosts won the first match of 
five at Edgbaston but must now prevail 
in the final two as well to salvage a 
series success, after going 2-1 down. 

The obvious shortcoming of their

Team Sky rider Froome had been 
in second place heading into the 
156km-stage from Saint-Gervais Mont 
Blanc to Modane Valfrejus, some 18 
seconds behind Dutchman Tejay van 
Garderen. 

Froome, the 2013 Tour de France 
champion, maintained his momentum 
from his Stage 7 triumph to stay with 
the peloton before attacking on the 
final climb with 2.6km to go and 
opened up enough of a margin to 
secure the overall classification. 

The 30-year-old, who crashed out 
of last year's showpiece event on the 
fifth stage, will now look to fine tune 
preparations for Le Tour 2015, which 
begins on July 5 with a time trail in 
Utrecht.

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Missing family ‘already in Syria’ 


Police are "extremely concerned" 
about members of the missing Dawood 
family after receiving information that 
they may already be in Syria. 

British sisters Khadija Dawood, 
30, Sugra Dawood, 34, and Zohra 
Dawood, 33, and their nine children, 
aged between three and 15, are feared 
to have travelled to link up with terror 
group Islamic State in the country. 

One of the sisters has made 
contact "and there is an indication that 
they may have already crossed the 
border into Syria", West Yorkshire 
Police said. 

Their brother is believed to be 
fighting for Islamic State in Syria and 
he reportedly persuaded his sisters 
over Skype to join him. 

Meanwhile, it emerged that the 
same group tried to fly earlier this 
year. The BBC reported that the sisters 
and their children, from Bradford, 
were originally booked to travel from 


Manchester to Mecca and Medina on 
March 19. 

The North East Counter Terrorism 
Unit confirmed that the same group 
had been stopped and made the subject 
of security checks earlier this year. 

It said in a statement: "As a result, 
inquiries revealed that the visit was a 
religious pilgrimage to Saudi Arabia 
and the group were not prevented from 
travelling. However, the process of 
conducting those inquiries caused the 
group to miss the flight." 

"On a daily basis a number of 
people are subject to security checks 
prior to boarding flights. It is worth 
repeating that the party were not 
legally prevented from travelling." 

Wednesday's developments came 
after two of the women's husbands 
broke down in tears on Tuesday as 
they pleaded with their wives to come 
home. 


Assistant Chief Constable Russ 


Foster said: "We are extremely 
concerned for the safety of this family, 
especially the nine children aged 
between three to 15 years." 

"The family have reached out to 
Khadija, Sugra and Zohra in the hope 
that they hear their messages, and we 
encourage them to make contact with 
us so we can return them and the 
children safely to their families, who 
are extremely worried about them." 

He warned that Syria is "extremely 
dangerous" - a place where British 
families can become trapped and not 
return. 

He said: "We are concerned about 
anyone who has or is intending to 
travel to the part of Syria that is 
controlled by the terrorist group 
calling themselves Islamic State. It is 
an extremely dangerous place and not 
a place where young children should 
be taken." 


Prince Charles tours Waterloo battlefield 





The Prince of Wales has walked in the 
footsteps of Wellington and Napoleon 
during a tour of the battlefield of 
Waterloo to mark the conflict's 200th 
anniversary. 

Charles and the Duchess of 
Cornwall were joined by the famous 
British military leader's descendant, 
the 9th Duke of Wellington, as they 
surveyed the rolling fields where tens 
of thousands of men fought and died. 

Their trip began with a walk along 
a dusty dirt track between fields to the 
former site of La Belle Alliance farm 


now gone, where Emperor Napoleon 
set up his headquarters during the 
military engagement. 

In the distance was the Lion's 
Mound, the towering artificial hill built 
to mark the site of the famous battle of 
June 18, 1815, where an allied army of 
British, Dutch and Prussian troops 
defeated Napoleon's forces. 

The French leader had returned 
from exile that year and, in what he 
hoped would be a decisive blow, 
attacked British and Prussian Forces 
that had massed on the border. 


Nearly 180,000 men fought over 
10 hours in a battle that featured more 
than 35,000 horses and around 500 
cannons in total used by both sides. 
But in what Wellington described as 
the "the nearest-run thing you ever saw 
in your life," the Allies, commanded 
by the British leader and crucially 
supported by Blucher's Prussians, 
won. 

The Duke pointed out the 
placements of the two opposing armies 
to Charles as they looked at the 
monument which Wellington is said to 
have criticised as it was made with soil 
from the area and it ruined the original 
typography of his battle site. 

Later the royal group, who was 
joined by the Duke's wife Princess 
Antonia of Prussia, visited the 
Panorama - a huge 360 degree 
painting, created on the circular walls 
of an exhibition space that vividly 
brought to life the elements of the 
conflict.

Road deaths in Scotland rise 


The number of people killed on 
Scotland's roads rose to 200 last year, 
official figures show. 

The total is an increase of 16% 
from 2013 when 172 people died in 
road accidents. 

Overall, the number of people 
injured on the roads was at a record 
low of 11,240, down 2% from the 
previous year when 11,504 were hurt, 
Transport Scotland revealed. 

The figures also show that in 2014 
there were 1,040 child casualties in 
road accidents and seven fatalities, two 
fewer than 2013. 


Wallis ‘misled over story’ 


News of the World editor Andy 
Coulson convinced his deputy that a 
scoop about home secretary David 
Blunkett's affair with a married 
woman had come from a "source" - 
when in fact it was from phone 
hacking, a court has heard. 

Neil Wallis, Coulson's second in 
command between 2003 and 2007, is 
accused of being part of the hacking 
plot which prompted the Sunday 
tabloid's closure in 2011. 

His Old Bailey trial has heard that, 
in the summer of 2004, private 
investigator Glenn Mulcaire accessed 
the voicemails of Mr Blunkett's lover, 
leading to a front-page splash on 
August 15. 


PM 'losing patience’ on Iraq probe 


David Cameron has warned he is "fast 
losing patience" with the Iraq inquiry 
after chairman Sir John Chilcot 
insisted he still cannot say when it will 
report. 

In an exchange of letters, Sir John 
told the Prime Minister that responses 
submitted by individuals mentioned in 
the report had "opened up new issues". 
Others have still yet to reply. 

"It is now essential that all 
remaining responses are received so 
that the process can be completed," he 
wrote. "Only when all responses are in 
our possession and have been 
evaluated will I be able to write to you 
with a realistic timetable for 
completion." 

But Mr Cameron expressed 
"disappointment" and said the public 
and those who lost loved ones were 


“awaiting the results of your work". 

"They, and I, had hoped for 
publication of your report by now and 
we are fast losing patience," he added. 

Suggestions that the inquiry, 
which was launched in July 2009, may 
not report for another year have 
prompted calls for Mr Cameron to 
intervene to bring it to a close. 

Sir John made clear that the 
process of Maxwellisation, where draft 
criticisms are put to individuals and 
they are given the chance to respond, 
is not complete. 

His reference to replies opening 
up "new issues" and referring to 
"material that was not part of the 
evidence submitted to the inquiry" will 
also fuel speculation about a 
substantial further delay. 


Evans to hold Top Gear auditions 


Newly-appointed Top Gear presenter 
Chris Evans is to hold auditions to be a 
co-host on the show - including for 
members of the public. 

He told viewers on BBCI's One 
Show on Wednesday night: "Male, 
female, old, young, it doesn't matter. 
The one thing that does matter if 
you've got to have a real appetite for 
cars, and you've got to know 
something about cars." 

He said he would be making the 
main announcement about it on his 
radio show on Thursday. 

"The way James (May) and 
Richard (Hammond) were found was 
by auditioning, so we are going to hold 
auditions, not just for famous people, 
for people who are watching the 
show." 

Earlier he confirmed he will be 
joined by a female, sparking 
speculation former model Jodie Kidd 
is in the driving seat for the job. 

Evans, announced as the new host 
of the hit show on Tuesday night, told 
Radio 5 Live's Nicky Campbell he 
could "100%" confirm he would have 





a female co-star "but not for the sake 
of it". 

Kidd, a former model who has 
already appeared on the BBC2 show 


as a guest, is the bookmakers' 
favourite for one of the two spots left 
after Hammond and May left. 

A spokesman for William Hill 
said: "We think Jodie is almost a 
certainty but the third member of the 
expected triumvirate looks very open.

'20 injured’ in carrier crash 


Up to 20 military personnel have been 
injured in a crash between three troop 
carriers on Salisbury Plain, police said. 

At least four people have been left 
with "life changing injuries" while the 
others are "walking wounded" 
following the incident, which 
happened at 6.30pm on Wednesday in 


a field near Westdown Camp. 

A Wiltshire Police spokesman 
said: "We received a call from the air 
ambulance at 6.30pm today who told 
us they were attending. First 
responders and three military 
ambulances were also at the location."

NORTH KOREA: North Korea's food 
supply faces a gloomy forecast this 
year due to a damaging drought which 
has sparked fears of worsening 
shortages in the impoverished 
communist country, experts said on 
Wednesday. Concern grew after 
Pyongyang's official Korean Central 
News Agency (KCNA) reported on 
Tuesday that North Korea has been hit 
by its worst drought in a century. 


PALESTINIAN TERRITORIES: 
The Palestinian unity government 
resigned on Wednesday in a deepening 
rift with Gaza as the blockaded 
territory's de facto rulers Hamas held 
separate, indirect talks with Israel. An 
aide to president Mahmud Abbas said 
prime minister Rami Hamdallah 
“handed his resignation to Abbas and 
Abbas ordered him to form a new 
government." 
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GEORGIA: A rare white tiger that 
escaped from Tbilisi zoo in a freak 
flood mauled a man to death in the 
Georgian capital on Wednesday before 
being shot dead by police, officials 
said. The interior ministry had initially 


said the animal was a lion and 
deployed special forces to hunt down 
the beast, which had been on the loose 
since the weekend flooding that killed 
at least 17 people. 


JORDAN: — Jordan said on 
Wednesday the suspected mastermind 
of an attack on a Paris Jewish 
restaurant in 1982 that killed six 
people and wounded 22 has been 
bailed and banned from travelling. 


SPAIN: A_ Spanish court on 
Wednesday launched a fraud 
investigation against Barcelona striker 
Neymar, a judicial source said, 
dragging the Brazilian star into a case 
in which the club's president faces 
trial. 


TURKEY: Syrian refugees’ in 
Turkey began returning to their homes 
in Tal Abyad on Wednesday after 
Kurdish forces seized the border town 
in a major blow to the Islamic State 
group.

Climate boosts comet probe 


The Philae space probe endured 
temperatures of -150C (-238F) before 
waking up from hibernation after 
being missing for months. 

It had been silent since landing on 
the comet last November, but made 
contact last weekend and has sent 
hundreds of packages of data to earth 
to be analysed. 

Scientists from the European 
Space Agency said the lander managed 
to survive plummeting temperatures as 
it lay hidden in the shadows for seven 
months. But now it has emerged from 
its slumber and conditions have 
improved, it may be able to send back 
more data than if it had landed in the 
spot it was meant to, scientists said. 

Jean-Pierre Bibring, lead lander 
scientist, told a press conference in 
France: "We went to a temperature 
that was lower than -150C." 

"What happened last weekend is 
that actually our systems survived and 
are in very good health, although (it) 
went down to that temperature -150C." 

He added: "Although we are in 
shadow we survived and that is really 
amazingly fantastic." 


FTSE 100 finishes at 
five-month low 


London's FTSE 100 Index closed at its 
lowest level since the start of the year 
on Wednesday amid ongoing worries 
over Greece and a poor session for 
supermarkets. 

Falls on the FTSE 100 Index came 
despite gains for blue chip house 
builders after strong annual results 


from Berkeley Group. 
Shares in FTSE  250-listed 
Berkeley shot up by 10% after 


full-year figures showed a 42% leap in 
pre-tax profits. But the top tier was 
trading at its lowest level since January 
as it fell 29.6 points to 6680.6, with 
Germany's Dax and France's Cac 40 
also lower a day ahead of a key 
meeting of eurozone finance ministers. 

The biggest risers on the FTSE 
100 Index were Persimmon up 32p at 
1991p, Barrett Developments up 9p at 
618.5p, Sky up 14p at 1043p and BT 
up 5.6p at 450.8p. 

The biggest fallers on the FTSE 
100 Index were Experian down 35p at 
1179p, Land Securities down 32p at 
1236p, British Land down 20.5p at 
812.5p and Rolls-Royce down 23p at 
918.5p. 
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Sturgeon eyes oil tax freeze pledge 


The UK Government should pledge 
not to increase taxes for the oil and gas 
industry for the next five years, Nicola 
Sturgeon has said. 

Scotland's First Minister issued 
the demand at the annual Oil and Gas 
UK Conference in Aberdeen. 

She outlined three changes that she 
believes the UK Government should 
make to the current fiscal 
arrangements for the industry, which 
has been hit by plummeting oil prices 
and job losses in recent months. 

Ms Sturgeon also called for urgent 
consultation on incentives to boost 
exploration in the North Sea and for 
expansion of the investment allowance 


to improve production efficiency. 

"At this time in the previous 
parliament nobody in the industry had 
any inkling that the UK Government 
might decide to increase the 
supplementary charge from 20% to 
32%. Indeed, even on the morning of 
the announcement, nobody expected 
it," Ms Sturgeon said. 

"The Scottish Government argued 
strongly for reversing that increase - 
and also for replacing the current 
system of field allowances with one 
unified investment allowance. We are 
pleased that the UK Government has 
introduced both measures. But it now 
needs to go further." 


Burnham: stick with Blair legacy 


Labour should not attempt to move 
away from the legacy of Tony Blair, 
the party's leadership frontrunner Andy 
Burnham has said. 

In the first of a series of televised 
showdowns with the three other 
candidates vying to take the party's top 
job, the shadow health secretary said 
the former prime minister "did a lot of 


things right" and had reached out to 
voters who wanted to "get on in life". 

Shadow health minister Liz 
Kendall, who is the candidate most 
closely identified with the Blairite 
strand of the party, insisted she was 
"not Blairite, Brownite, Old Labour, 
New Labour".

Wage rises hit four year high 


Wage rises have reached their highest 
rate for nearly four years, official 
figures showed on Wednesday. 

Total pay climbed by 2.7% 
compared with a year earlier in the 
three months to April, the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) said. 

It was the biggest rise since 
August 2011, and up from a revised 
2.3% in the three months to March. 

Ultra-low inflation - which fell to 
minus 0.1% in April - means the surge 
in pay is worth more in real terms. 

The growth in real wages for the 
period, at 2.8%, is the highest since 
October 2007. 

Meanwhile, the ONS figures 
showed unemployment fell by 43,000 
to 1.81 million in the three months to 
April compared to the prior three 
months while the jobless rate was 
down to 5.5%, from 5.7%. 

The unemployment figure was last 
lower in the three months to August 
2008. The number of people in work 
rose to 31.05 million, 114,000 more 
than in the three months to January. 


Warnings over Greek bailout 


Greece's central bank is warning that 
the country would face an exit from 
the euro bloc and even the EU if it 
fails to reach a deal with bailout 
creditors by the end of the month. 

The Bank of Greece said that 
Greeks would face a "deep recession 
(and) a dramatic decline in income 
levels" without an agreement. The 
warning was made a day before a 
meeting of eurozone finance ministers. 

They will discuss how to reach a 
deal with Greece to get it more rescue 
loans by June 30 - when the country's 
bailout programme runs out and 
Athens is scheduled to make a 1.6 
billion euro (£1.1bn) repayment to the 
International Monetary Fund. 

Greek PM Alexis Tsipras says 
demands by the country's rescue 
lenders to slash pensions are 
"incomprehensible" and warned that a 
failure in bailout talks would hurt all 
of Europe. Concerns are growing that 
a deal might not be reached before 
June 30. 


Florence steps up for Dave 


Florence + The Machine will headline 
the Friday night slot at Glastonbury 
after the Foo Fighters were forced to 
pull out over frontman Dave Grohl's 
broken leg. 

Emily avis, the daughter of 
festival founder Michael Eavis, said: 
"So happy Florence is going to step up 
to headline Friday night, she's going to 
smash it!" 

Grohl apologised to fans after his 
accident forced the band to cancel a 
string of gigs including Glastonbury 
and Wembley. He injured himself after 
falling off stage during a concert in 
Sweden last week. 

As well as their appearance on 
Glastonbury's Pyramid Stage, the 
veteran rock band have also scrapped 
gigs at Wembley Stadium this Friday 
and Saturday, Murrayfield in 
Edinburgh on June 23, and 
Festivalpark Werchter in Belgium on 
June 25. 

They had already cancelled this 
week's appearance at the Pinkpop 
Festival in the Netherlands and 
Tuesday night's concert in St Gallen, 
Switzerland.
